GOOD SELLING OPPORTUNITIES | 


The front page article in our issue of March 27 last drew attention to the opportunities presented by certain trade shows in 
the United States of America this year for displaying United Kingdom goods to buyers from all parts of the Western 


Hemisphere who visited the shows. 


HAT do you want to buy ; what do you want to pay? 
State Street’s got it every day!” is the advertising theme 
used by the retail merchants in Chicago’s leading shopping 
street. ‘The same spirit of welcome and the offer of merchandise 
to suit all tastes is extended by two of the leading national trade 
shows held annually in the city. The National Housewares Show 
and the National Sporting Goods Show differ in character by 
reason of their setting, the one being held in a large open exhibition 
hall, while the major portion of the other occupies individual hotel 
rooms. 
Details are also given of the Radio Engineering Show to be held 
in New York. 


National Housewares Exhibition, Chicago—Jan- 
uary 13-20; Atlantic City—July 11-15 


Each January between eight and nine thousand trade buyers 
come to the Navy Pier in Chicago for the National Housewares 
Exhibition, which is not open to the general public. Some are 
looking for the latest ideas in electric mixers ; others are seeking a 
line of plastic dishes, while others may be just looking around for 
something novel in kitchen gadgets. Whatever their interests 
they are sure to find something to attract them in the huge show. 

The Housewares Show is the most important American exhibition 
in this trade. There are usually between 500 and 600 exhibitors. 
It is organized by the National Housewares Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, 1140 Merchandise Mart, Chicago 54, and although the Navy 
Pier with its 350,000 sq. ft. of floor area is the largest available 
exhibition hall in Chicago—and one of the largest in the United

States—space is always difficult to obtain. Space is assigned on 
a priority basis established in previous national exhibits operated 
by the N.H.M.A. and former exhibitors are given first consideration. 
Space limitations have made it necessary to prescribe that all new 
exhibitors must be manufacturers, not agents or wholesalers. 

While most of the established exhibitors are in fact manufacturers, 
some of them carry the products of other firms and products 
handled by agents and wholesalers with whom they are associated. 
Thus a fair volume of imported merchandise is always in evidence 
and at the 1954 show enamelled iron cooking ware in attractive 
colours from a number of Continental sources attracted considerable 
attention. United Kingdom merchandise shown by American 
distributors generally includes cutlery, silver plate, chamois leather, 
pepper mills, potato cutters and other kitchen gadgets. In recent 
years there have also been displays of lawnmowers, bicycles, 
aluminium ware and brassware. 

Foreign manufacturers can also participate directly in the exhibi- 
tion and a United Kingdom manufacturer of aluminium ware who 
sells mainly to United States department stores has taken a stand at 
the exhibition in the last few years. (Large department stores are 
often familiar with importing procedures, whereas most other 
retailers and general wholesalers find it preferable to buy from 
existing importers.) 

Merchandise shown at this exhibition covers a very wide range. 
The greatest single group of manufacturers are in the field of small 
electrical appliances, including an almost bewildering array of 
infra-red broilers, grills, fryers, roasters, mixers, mi toasters 
and waffle irons. Miscellaneous cutlery and small kitchen gadgets 
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have accounted for almost 15 per cent. of the exhibits in recent years. 
The growth of the television influence has resulted in many new 
items such as snack trays and tables to augment the already growing 
lines of small furniture such as kitchen cabinets, step stools, card 
tables, etc. Outdoor furniture and particularly the growing en- 
thusiasm for open-air barbecues and other cooking equipment is 
increasingly important and the last year or two has seen a big popular 
demand for wrought iron furniture and accessories. 

Other items which can always be expected to be very much in 
evidence include plastics of all kinds, cooking utensils, laundry 
accessories, cleaning tools and materials, as well as deodorants and 
insecticides, metal canisters and waste baskets, bathroom accessories, 
silver plated and aluminium ware, tablecloths and curtains, garden 
supplies such as hoses and sprinklers, cupboard fittings, wooden 
ware, fireplace equipment, clocks, basketware, sponges and chamois, 
wire ware and many other kinds of merchandise with household or 
kitchen applications. 

Nobody in United Kingdom trade, whatever his position in the 
chain of manufacturing or distribution, could fail to be stimulated 
by the complete range of goods to be seen under one roof, nor to 
be impressed by the merchandising methods used by American 
manufacturers, Design and styling are all-important features stressed 
in this trade, while trends in packaging and display techniques can 
readily be observed. Representatives of United Kingdom firms 
whose products are being exhibited by American agents would be 
well advised to visit Chicago to meet some of their customers and 
to see their friends in the American trade. Any other United Kingdom 
visitors in the housewares trade planning tours of the United States 
might usefully arrange their itineraries so as to be in Chicago at the 
time of the show. The 1955 event will be held from January 13 to 20. 

The National Housewares Manufacturers Association also operates 
the National Housewares Exhibit which is held each July at the 
Auditorium in Atlantic City, New Jersey. This exhibit is equal in 
size to the show held in Chicago. The 1955 Atlantic City Exhibit 
will take place July 11 to 15. 

Another Chicago trade show similar in character to the National 
Housewares Exhibition, and which runs concurrently with it, is the 
Independent Housewares Exposition. In 1954 this show which 
was held at the Morrison Hotel—where there were over 180 exhibitors 
—attracted visitors from the 9,000 buyers who came to Chicago for 
the main show at the Navy Pier. The organiser of the Independent 
Housewares Exposition is Mr. Lester Olshansky of Lith-O-Ware 
Products Inc., 4610 West 21st Street, Chicago 50, Illinois. Participa- 
tion by foreign firms, either direct or through their agents is welcome. 


National Sporting Goods Exhibition, Chicago— 
February 6-10 


For 23 years, buyers of sporting goods from all over the United 
States have done their most important shopping at the annual show of 
the National Sporting Goods Association whose head office is at 
1 North LaSalle Street, Chicago 2, Illinois. The exhibition is not 
open to the general public. This is the sporting goods trade’s only 
national show and is generally held in Chicago, though occasionally 
it takes place in New York. The 1955 show will be held at the Morrison 
Hotel in Chicago from February 6 to 10; the 1954 exhibition at 
the same hotel drew an attendance of 8,500 buyers to see lines from 
over 600 manufacturers shown by 383 exhibitors. Over 320 exhibitors 
have already been assigned space for next year’s show. 

When held in Chicago, this show generally occupies 12 floors of 
the Morrison, the world’s tallest hotel. Most of the exhibits are 
displayed in individual rooms, though a certain number can be housed 
in the conventional type of exhibition stand erected in the ballrooms 
and other larger spaces in the hotel. For the 1955 exhibition 450 
exhibit rooms on the 4th to 11th floors of the hotel and 225 stands 
on the Ist to 3rd floors have been reserved. 

The exhibits cover the whole field of sporting goods and there are 
always a number of imported lines on display, almost invariably 
being shown by American agents or distributors. Direct participation 
by foreign firms is not, however, precluded: one United Kingdom 
firm took space in 1953 and reported an encouraging volume of sales. 
By 1954 this particular manufacturer of dart-boards, airguns and 
other items had secured an American representative, but space was 
nevertheless taken in the United Kingdom firm’s name and they 
have already made their reservation for 1955. 

United Kingdom businessmen interested in the United States 
market for sporting goods have in the past often timed a visit to 
Chicago to coincide with this important show and have been able to

secure valuable information and to make contacts enabling them to 
return home with ideas for styling and pricing their merchandise to 
meet American requirements. ‘There are clearly great advantages 
in visiting a show with such a wide range, where the products of many 
American and foreign manufacturers can be seen in one display. 

United Kingdom goods shown in recent years have included 
fire-arms, oil lamps, golf clubs and balls, darts and dartboards, tennis 
balls and rackets, ice and roller skates, badminton equipment, table 
tennis balls, and also equipment of some of the more specialized 
United Kingdom sports and games which have a small but valuable 
American following. 


Radio Engineering Show, New York—March 21-24 


The Institute of Radio Engineers, sponsors of the Radio Engineering 
Show, is the second largest engineering society in the United States. 
Organized in 1913, it now has 34,414 members with sections meeting 
in 76 cities. It is strictly a professional organization with no company 
memberships or sponsors. It is a non-profit organization serving 
the individual engineer via the exchange of engineering and scientific 
knowledge. 

The first Radio Engineering Show was held as a part of the I.R.E. 
National Convention in 1930. Succeeding shows were held success- 
fully until stopped by wartime restrictions in 1942. By 1945 with 
special permission of the United States Government the shows were 
resumed and continued until today where they rank in size with the 
major United States trade shows, and are widely considered a “ radio- 
electronic industry show.” 

The major industries from which visitors were drawn were the 
manufacturers of radio, electronics, test equipment and components. 
Other fields which had strong attendances included broadcasters, 
laboratories, government and the distributing trades. Foreign 
visitors totalled 601 with 434 from Canada, 33 from the United King- 
dom, 22 from Germany, 18 from France and the balance from a 
multitude of other countries. 

The show has grown consistently in terms of attendance, exhibitors 
and space, as can be seen from the following figures :—

Of the 604 exhibitors in the 1954 show, five were displaying British 
products. Four of the firms were the United States agents for one or 
several United Kingdom firms, and the fifth firm was the United 
States branch of a United Kingdom firm. These firms expressed 
satisfaction with the immediate results of their participation. They 
were quick to point out, however, that a true evaluation of participation 
could only be made after many months had elapsed and they had 
followed up on the many leads ard inquiries obtained. In short, 
one of the greatest assets to be obtained from participation in trade 
shows of this type is the invaluable contacts obtained in but a fraction 
of time it would normally require to seek out and approach the same 
people on an individual basis. 


Unfortunately, from the point of view of United Kingdom firms 
the main difficulty with the Radio Engineering Show is the fact 
that it is over successful. For the 1955 show, for example, there are 
at the present time approximately 150 firms on the show manage- 
ment’s waiting list, who, because of lack of space, cannot be accom- 
modated. In practice this means that unless a United Kingdom 
firm or its agent participated in past shows and hence has an option 
on future space there is little hope of obtaining space in the im- 
mediate future. 


For those who are interested in the long view, however, the 1955 
Radio Engineering Show will be held at Kingsbridge Armoury in 
the Bronx on March 21-24 inclusive. There will be approximately 
800 units of space available, and most of these are 10 ft. by 10 ft. in 
size. The regular cost for space is $3.60 per sq. ft., and there are 
some preferred units at $4.70 per sq. ft. Inquiries should be addressed 
to Mr. William C. Copp, Exhibits Manager, The Institute of Radio 
Engineers, 1475 Broadway, New York 36, New York.

Council to Advise on Standards 


for Consumer Goods 


A DEVELOPMENT of direct interest to the ordinary shopper 

is foreshadowed in an announcement by the British Standards 
Institution that it is to set up a Consumer Advisory Council. The 
Council is to be a source of information and advice firstly to industry 
about the consumer’s needs in relation to domestic and personal goods ; 
and secondly to the public about the safeguards, in the way of standards 
and other facilities, available to them. The Council will work in 
close touch, through the established B.S.I. Committees, with the 
women’s national organizations and with the industries producing 
consumer goods. It will be equipped to make the inquiries necessary 
to present those industries with clear statements of consumer needs 
and wishes. 

Those invited to serve on the Council will include men and women 
of standing and experience in the distributive trades, the social 
sciences and publicity, with an independent chairman. The names 
of the chairman and the members of the Council will, it is hoped, 
be announced in a few weeks’ time, together with fuller details of 
the Council’s terms of reference and methods of operation. 


Home Flax Scheme to be Discontinued 


JN THE interest of economy Her Majesty’s Government have 
decided not to continue with the Home Flax Scheme after the har- 
vesting of the 1955 crop. This scheme, which essentially involved 
the subsidization of flax growing in England, has in recent years 
given rise to substantial and increasing payments from public funds. 
In pursuance of this decision Government operation of the five

Increase in Jute Prices 


T' 1E Board of Trade announce further increases in the Jute Control’s 

selling prices of raw jute, consequent upon further rises in 
Pakistan prices. The increase varies with the grade, but overall it 
amounts to about £8 10s. Od. per ton. The Jute Control’s selling 
prices of imported jute goods of hessian type are correspondingly 
increased. 

The new price schedules came into operation from August 31, and 
are the same as those in force from April 30, 1954, to May 12, 1954.

Minister to Open British-Swedish 


Chamber of Commerce 


HE Minister of Works, Sir David Eccles, will open the head- 

quarters of the new British-Swedish Chamber of Commerce in 
Stockholm on September 7. It is hoped that the establishment of 
the new Chamber will do much to stimulate United Kingdom trade 
with Sweden. 

The headquarters, which has five principal rooms, is furnished 
with gifts from Swedish and British sources. As Sweden is a country 
of high design standards, it was important that the British rooms 
should express the best that has been achieved here. The Council 
of Industrial Design was invited by the Federation of British 
Industries to plan the furnishing and colour schemes for the two 
rooms which are the British contribution.

Conference on Furniture Design 


VER the past four years, the Council of Industrial Design has 
held a number of successful residential courses on furniture for 


retailers. These have, however, been addressed mainly to salesmen 
and junior retail executives. 

Now the Council is to hold a residential conference on furniture 
design. This conference is intended only for directors and senior 
representatives of the retail furnishing trade. It is to be held at 
Marlow in Buckinghamshire, from October 25-27. 

The purpose of the conference—the reason for its being planned 
at director level—is to take stock of the present design situation in 
the furnishing trades and to discuss likely future developments and 
their commercial impact on retailing policy. 

Talks will be given by authoritative speakers on modern furniture 
and interior design, its historical background and the problems of 
the manufacturer. An open forum and discussions will also be held. 
The practical value of these discussions will be greatly increased by 
the presence of a number of furniture manufacturers who have been 
invited to join the meetings. Visits to furniture factories in nearby 
High Wycombe wil! also be included in the programme.

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Display Unit to Solve Exhibition 
Problems 


(THE Scientific Instrument Manufacturers’ Association of Great 

Britain (20 Queen Anne Street, London, W.1) has developed 
for its members an ingenious display unit, which solves the problem 
of how to provide a neat, standardized exhibition stand in a hurry, 
without the expense of constructing or hiring an elaborate display 
which may only be suitable for one show. 

The display unit consists of a central panel with a pedestal in 
front of it to show one instrument. ‘Two flanking panels can be 
used to display photographs of other products. The pedestal has a 
space for technical and sales literature, and a slot through which 
inquiries can be dropped. 

Any number of units may be made up into an infinite variety of 
shapes and patterns, from a straight line or rectangle with a temporary 
office in the centre, to an irregular shape to fit the corner of an 
exhibition hall. Each unit collapses and folds flat for transport and 


can be simply erected without skilled labour anywhere, from a church | 


hall to the corridor of a public building. 

The idea has many possibilities for the company whose products 
have a wide industrial or scientific application, and whose difficult 
problem is the choice between the relative merits of different exhibi- 
tions, both at home and abroad. It is no longer essential to plan, 
design and construct a complicated display stand far in advance, 
transport it to the exhibition site and hire labour to set it up. A 
display unit such as that introduced by S.I.M.A. can be adapted to 
show a variety of products, and despatched by road, rail, sea or air 
with the minimum trouble and cost. If a last-minute decision to 
participate in an exhibition comes too late for space to be booked, a 
display can be set up without preparation in any nearby building. 

Staff can also be saved, since one man can look after several units. 
Only one representative of S.I.M.A., the Deputy Director, Mr. E. D. 
Hart, is going to Rome in September, when 16 S.I.M.A. members 
are taking part in an exhibition organized in conjunction with the 
tenth general assembly of the International Union of Geodesy and 
Geophysics.

TOTAL net tonnage of vessels entering with cargo in the 
foreign trade at United Kingdom ports in July (6-6 million tons) 

was, on a daily average basis, about the same as in June but 
2 per cent. higher than in July 1953.

Vessels in Ballast 


Entrances in ballast during July were at a very high level and, on 
a daily average basis, were 22 per cent. higher than in June and 15 per 
cent. higher than in July 1953.

year. Clearances in ballast were 8 per cent. higher than June, on a 
daily average basis, and 4 per cent. higher than in July 1953. Again, 
Commonwealth vessels accounted for most of the increase. 


Arrivals and Departures with Cargo 


Total arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade at United Kingdom 
ports were 3 per cent. higher than in July last year. Arrivals at the 
Thames area, the largest area, were 6 per cent. higher and those at 
the West Channel area were 20 per cent. higher. Arrivals at Mersey 
and North West Coast area, however, were 3 per cent. lower. Total 
departures with cargo were 7 per cent. higher than in July 1953. 
The Thames area showed a decrease of 2 per cent. but, with the 
exception of the Northern Ireland and Isle of Man area, departures 
from all other areas were higher than a year earlier. 


Coasting Trade 


Both arrivals and departures in the coasting trade were, on a daily 
average basis, lower than in June but higher than in July 1953.

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British Standards 


Revised Standards Will Help 
Building Industry 


REVISION of two British Standards which are confidently expected 

to make a real contribution to the building industry was an- 
nounced at a conference at British Standards House, London, on 
August 26, Mr. Gordon Weston, Technical Director of the British 
Standards Institution, presiding. 


The revised standards are B.S. 882: 1954, Coarse and Fine 
Aggregates from Natural Sources for Concrete, and B.S. 1201 : 1954, 
Aggregates for Granolithic Concrete Floor Finishes. Thirty-four 
Government Departments including the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research and scientific and industrial organizations 
were directly represented on the committee entrusted with the 
preparation of the standards, and the result can be regarded as a 
notable example of co-operation between H.M. Government, the 
Building Research Station, science and industry. 





The aggregates dealt with may be broadly defined as consisting 
of sand and crushed or uncrushed gravel, stone or rock used in the 
making of concrete. The main reason for the revision of B.S. 882 
is that it had become apparent that the classification of fine aggregate 
into two classes A and B was no longer realistic, since it tended to 
brand as inferior a large proportion of the available fine aggregates from 
which good concrete can be made. The new standard divides fine 
aggregates into four grading ‘‘ zones”’ according to percentage by 
weight passing through B.S. sieves. 


The strength and quality of the resultant concrete will be governed 
largely by the mix proportions. Fine sands in Zones 3 and 4 can 
be used to make concrete of the best quality and strength by increasing 
the proportion of gravel in the mix. Supplies of aggregates vary in 
different parts of the country, and by applying the new standards the 
required strength and quality of concrete can be produced from 
aggregates available locally instead of having to transport them over 
long distances. 


In the revision of B.S. 1201, the limits for fine aggregate have been 
extended while those for coarse aggregates have been reduced, the 
new limits being similar to certain of those given in the revised 
B.S. 882. The grading requirements for the all-in aggregate have 
been made considerably coarser.

Rather more than four years ago he decided it was both economic- 
ally imprudent and socially unjust to force involuntary retirement 
on aged employees who were anxious and able to remain at pro- 
ductive work and earn a fair living. He was far from sure, he says, 
that “‘ simply supplying the ‘ oldsters ’ with amusements and a centre 
was really meeting their need.”” The firm accordingly set up a special 
workshop for them, and the story of its success is now told by the 
workshop’s Supervisor in an illustrated booklet called “ ‘There’s Life 
in the Old Dog Yet . . .” 

With the book comes a more technical leaflet on ‘‘ The Rubery 
Owen Conception of Continued Employment for Persons of Pension- 
able Age.’’ This explains the principles that the firm adopted, and 
adapted as experience required, in establishing, equipping, manning 
and managing the ‘“‘ Sons of Rest Workshops,” as they are called. 
It is shown, for instance, that ages of the men here retained range 
from 70, which is the minimum qualifying age, to 86. Several of 
their careers are recorded in the book. Their average earnings are 
now just over £5 8s. weekly. Not only does the experiment appear 
to have justified itself against the expectations of the socially sceptical ; 
it is said also to have become ‘‘ absolutely self-supporting ’’ in the 
sense that it needs no subsidy from the parent organization.

Canada is a Testing but Open Market for Sports Goods 
from the United Kingdom 


This article is based on a circular—‘‘ Canada : Revised Market Digest on Sporting Goods ”—issued by the Special Register 
Information Service of the Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 


LL the most popular sports and games of Britain have their 

devotees in Canada, side by side with a few others that are hardly 

known at all in the United Kingdom. It follows that British made 
sporting goods ought to sell well in Canada if they are designed and 
marketed with appreciation of Canadian tastes and needs. They 
have the benefit of preferential Customs duties ; they are subject to 
no import restrictions or Government regulations and standards. 
Their quality is admired, and some of them, such as our best guns, 
have no superiors. It is recognized, too, that generations of experience 
have gone into the making of Britain’s products, They are respected 
accordingly. 

But over this field as a whole, United Kingdom manufacturers 
and traders must expect and cope with intense competition. Canada’s 
own total output of sporting goods has so increased in recent years 
that it now exceeds three times the level of her imports ; and alike 
by propinquity and mass production the United States have scored 
heavily since import restrictions ended in 1951. The argument for 
superlative quality holds good in the sense that it meets the ultimate 
ambition of every enthusiastic specialist ; on the other hand the 
medium-priced article of lower quality commands the biggest sales, 
and the Canadian sportsman may not have the same ideas about 
medium pricing as his opposite number in Britain. For instance, 
fishing gear and guns are the two items selling best of all, but that is 
due in part to the Canadian habit of regarding them as expendable, 
to be replaced when their efficiency has diminished or new models 
outmode them. The United Kingdom manufacturer hoping to 
compete in this market must therefore concentrate on good equipment 
moderately priced. 


Sales Promotion and Procedures 


Sports goods seem to be advertised in the Canadian press less 
than other commodities are. Nowadays the most popular form of 
publicity is the exhibiting of selected types at Fairs and Shows. 
The Canadian National Sportsmen’s Show, held annually in Toronto 
during March, is open to exhibitors from all countries and usually 
draws about 200,000 visitors, including practically all of Canada’s 
trade buyers. There is now also the Western Canadian Sportsmen’s 
Show, run on similar lines and held for the first time in June this year 
at Calgary. 

Games generally have the same seasons in Canada as in the United 
Kingdom, but in the organization of sales campaigns it should be 
remembered that the severity of Canada’s winters, except on parts 
of the Pacific coast, prohibits most outdoor games for several months. 

Sales of sporting goods are generally made by the manufacturer 
or his agent to the department stores and wholesale hardware firms, 
but many of the principal sporting goods retailers buy direct from the 
manufacturers. In a few cases Canadian manufacturers have their 
own branches in the more important cities. 


A break-down by commodities suggests the following notes :— 


Fishing Tackle. Imports in 1953 exceeded $3 million, of which 
$373,352 came from the United Kingdom. Great numbers of 
Canadians of all ages fish: their general tendencies as buyers of gear 
have been mentioned already. Most Canadian fly fishermen prefer 
lighter and stiffer rods than those favoured in the United Kingdom, 
and in recent years rods made of glass fibre have become very popular, 
mostly at the expense of cane. British manufacturers should have a 
good chance of competing with United States makers of this type of 
rod. Single-action reels are preferred for fly fishing ; the large-drum 
single-action reel for trolling ; and the quadruple multiplying reel 
and spinning reel for bait-casting. As much as 400 yards of line may 
be required for salmon, and 200-300 feet for trout. 


Guns. Imports of sporting firearms and airguns in 1953 approached 
$5 million, of which the United Kingdom supplied $368,303-worth. 
‘The market is dominated by famous United States makers, but British 


guns have always had a good reputation. The most popular rifle 
is the 303, followed by the -30, -257 and -22. Shot guns are mostly 
pump guns, automatics and d-b. The overwhelming demand is 
for a cheap, efficient gun. There is a steady market among young 
people for air rifles and pistols, and of these the British-made are 
usually the best but generally too dear. Accessories also command 
good sales: they are “‘ fairly standard with no outstanding features.” 


Golf. Imports of golf balls in 1953 totalled $106,909. The United 
Kingdom supplied rather more than half: the rest came from the 
United States. Golf clubs and finished parts totalled $155,545, but 
of these the United Kingdom supplied only $15,095. Canada has 
a “‘ multitude” of golf courses, both private and municipal, and 
makes 90 per cent. of her supplies of clubs. A very steep decline in 
the imports of British-made clubs is attributed in large part to the 
sponsoring, by famous American professionals, of clubs marked with 
their names, and it is hopefully suggested that a few British victories 
in the Walker Cup would help a lot. 


Lawn Tennis. Import of tennis balls, at a total of $60,739 last 
year, came almost wholly from the United Kingdom. No break-down 
is given for other equipment, but much of it is said to be supplied 
by the United Kingdom. The maker’s name is a bull-point, and 
its exploitation in an intensive advertising campaign is recommended, 
Balls are usually sold in airtight tins: rackets are normally sold 
unstrung. English gut used to be most popular, but is now rapidly 
disappearing because it is said to be too soft and frays quickly. Nylon 
is much used. 


Ice Sports. Though Canada has several firms making and ex- 
porting skates, she imported 34,000 pairs last year, and many of these 
came from the United Kingdom. Skates and boots are almost 
invariably sold together. There are hundreds of curling clubs, 
importing nearly all their stones from Scotland: in fact, supplies 
have only recently begun to overtake demand. Ice hockey, the 
national sport of Canada, suggests an opening for imported hockey 
sticks of first-rate quality at competitive prices because there is 
occasional criticism of the quality of Canadian-made sticks, They 
vary in price from 75 cents to $4. 


Football. Soccer and the Canadian, British and American versions 
of Rugby are played, but the season is usually short. The United 
Kingdom supplies the best Soccer balls in competition with cheaper 
makes from Pakistan and the United States. Balls that can be inflated 
without being unlaced are preferred. Rugby balls are made cheaply 
by Canadian firms, and are imported more expensively from the 
United Kingdom. Boots for Rugby should have unscrewing cleats. 


Badminton. A very popular indoor game for the cold Canadian 
winter. Rackets are mostly of United Kingdom or Canadian make, 
and steel shafts are favoured more than wood. Between 1951 and 
1953 inclusive the United States increased their Canadian sales of 
shuttlecocks from $866 to $40,862, while imports from the United 
Kingdom rose from $2,184 to $4,287. 


Table Games. Under the heading of “ Bagatelle and other game 
tables or boards ’’ it is noted that Canada’s imports last year totalled 
$1,712,902, of which the United Kingdom supplied $65,414 and 
the United States sent $1,643,028. 

The circular includes tables of relevant customs duties and of 
Canada’s own production figures.

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A Timely Re-appraisal of the 
Middle East 


"THERE has been so much change throughout the Middle East 

during the past few years that a new edition of the survey by the 
Royal Institute of International Affairs is indeed opportune.* ‘The 
survey covers the Arabian Peninsula, Cyprus, Egypt, the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan, Iraq, Israel, the Lebanon, Persia, the Sudan, 
Syria and Turkey. This area, nearly twice as large as Europe, is 
inhabited by about one-quarter as many people, who have much in 
common in their history but whose recent development has been 
uneven in the extreme. ‘To the British traveller these peoples exhibit 
a mixture of cordial hospitality and instances of marked xenophobia ; 
for the average British exporter they represent a combined market 
which takes somewhat over six per cent. of his goods and where 
competition is some of the keenest which he has to face. 

The survey gives the background of history and religion without 
which it is impossible to understand the way of life of the peoples, 
and also shows how the different States, each with its own character, 
have developed, largely as the result of the growing exploitation of oil 
and the changing world demand for the cotton and wool, the cereals 
and fruit which these countries produce. It illustrates the great 
problems involved in raising the standards of living of the people 
of these many countries even where huge royalities from oil and foreign 
loans for development make possible added production and moderniza- 
tion of primitive methods of earning a livelihood. 


A Well-documented Story 


The writers of this survey wisely refrain from having a set plan for 
each of the country chapters. ‘They have been enterprising in their 
search and careful in their presentation of statistics to illustrate the 
story they tell. ‘The number of schools in Saudi Arabia, the per- 
centage of Jordan's imports represented by sugar, the effect of re- 
mittances from abroad on the balance of payments position of the 
Lebanon, the expansion of the output of electricity in ‘Turkey—all 
such particulars are most helpful in pointing the well reasoned 
arguments of the text. 

This treatment of the different States according to different 
methods has indeed some demerits. A most interesting table is 
given showing the daily newspapers published in Israel with their 
political affiliations, but no mention seems to be made of the press in 
either Saudi Arabia or in Iraq. It is also somewhat difficult to 
compare the ways in which the different oil-producing States spend 
the money they gain thereby, and further information on countries 
such as Qatar, on which all too little is known, would have been 
useful. The tables at the end, however, show the varying growths 
of population and the national income per head, details of the oil 
concessions and the output of oil and of agricultural crops in the most 
important producing countries. The reading list is varied and 
comprehensive. 

The Benthall Mission, which visited five of the countries covered 
by the survey, made a point of advising the proper instruction of 
salesmen in a knowledge of the Middle East. The survey should 
give those who take it with them an insight into the ways, and an 
understanding of the problems, of the Middle East. It should also 
remain a standard work of reference for those who haVe interest or 
business in the Middle East, until changing circumstances demand a 
new edition,

Western Germany and Greece 


WAS reported in the German Federal Gazette of July 22, 1954, 

hat the validity of the Second Additional Agreement to the Trade 

Agreement of February 12, 1951, between Western Germany and 
Greece, was extended by six months until September 30, 1954. 

The principal change is that the Federal Republic has increased 
her quota for Greek wines by $450,000. In return, Greece is to 
permit the import of German cattle to the value of $200,000 and to 
allow reasonable participation by the Federal Republic in Greek 
purchases of prefabricated houses.

Switzerland and Czechoslovakia 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Berne reports that the Treaty 
of Commerce negotiated last November between Switzerland and 
Czechoslovakia has now been ratified and came into force on August 
28, 1954. The principal provisions of the Treaty are the mutual 
concession of Most Favoured Nation treatment and the definition 
of the juridical status of the State trading corporations by which the 
foreign trade of Czechoslovakia is conducted.

Pakistan Tariff Commission 
Decision on Canvas Shoe Industry 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has for- 

warded a copy of a Government of Pakistan Press Handout dated 
August 17, 1954, which states that the Government of Pakistan have 
decided, on the recommendation of the Tariff Commission, to grant 
protection to the canvas shoe industry. 

As a result of an earlier Tariff Commission enquiry into the leather 
footwear industry the revenue duty of 40 per cent. ad wal. on boots 
and shoes was converted into a protective duty at the same rate (see 
Board of Trade JFournal of March 28, 1953). This protective duty 
will continue up to March 31, 1956. 

The Press Handout also states that facilities will be provided for 
the regular supply of raw materials to the industry as far as possible 
by issuing licences for the purpose. The local :ndustry will be per- 
suaded to use as much of the local raw materials and semi-finished 
products as possible.

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United States Flammable Fabrics 
Act Amended 


T# E Board of Trade have received notification of an Act, signed by 

the President of the United States on August 23, to amend certain 
standards of flammability for smooth fabrics under the Flammable 
Fabrics Act (see Board of Trade Journal of June 19, 1954, page 1342). 
The Act reads as follows :— 

“‘ That Section 4 of the Flammable Fabrics Act (15 U.S.C., sec. 1193) 
is hereby amended by inserting at the end thereof the following sub- 
section :-—— 

(c) Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph 3.1 Commercial 
Standard 191-53, textiles free from nap, pile, tufting, flock or 
other type of raised fiber surface when tested as described in 
said Standard shall be classified as Class 1, normal flammability, 
when the time of flame spread is 3 } seconds or more, and as Class 3, 
rapid and intense burning, when the time of flame spread is less 
than 34 seconds.” 


The Act, which comes into immediate effect, will permit the 
movement in interstate and foreign commerce of those sheer fabrics, 
such as organdies, tulles, and georgettes, which failed by a very narrow 
margin to pass the 4-second burning time formerly prescribed in the 
Flammable Fabrics Act.

U.S. Tariff Investigations 


Glue and Gelatine 


Further to the notice published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on July 10 (page 89) about the United States Tariff Commission 
Investigation on some glues and gelatin, the Board of Trade have 
now received information that the date of the public hearing has 
been brought forward to October 4, 1954. 


Oats and Barley 


The United States Tariff Commission, under the authority of 
Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustments Act, has instituted 
investigations to determine whether the commodities described below 
are being, or are practically certain to be, imported into the United 
States under such conditions and in such quantities as to render or 
tend to render ineffective, or materially interfere with, the price 
support programmes undertaken by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, or to reduce substantially the amount of any product 
processed in the United States from the domestic commodity :— 


Oats, hulled or unhulled and unhulled ground oats ; 
Barley, hulled or unhulled, including rolled barley and ground 
barley, and barley malt. 


This second action on oats by the Tariff Commission was requested 
by the President so that he might determine whether it will be 
necessary to continue limitations on certain imports of hulled and 
unhulled oats and unhulled ground oats after September 30, 1954, 
the date on which the limitations presently in effect will expire in 
accordance with the President’s proclamation of December 26, 1953. 


Public hearings are to be held on September 8, 1954, and September 
9, 1954, respectively, commencing at 10 a.m. in the Tariff Commission 
Building, 8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C. 


Fluorspar 


The United States Tariff Commission, under the provisions 
of Section 332 of the United States Tariff Act of 1930, have instituted 
an investigation of the domestic fluorspar industry. 


A resolution adopted by the Committee on Finance of the United 
States Senate directs the Commission to include in its report the facts 
determined relative to production, trade, imports and consumption 
of fluorspar in the United States. The report is also to include a 


statement of findings as to the effect upon the competitive position 
of the domestic fluorspar industry of the present tariff status of 
imported fluorspar.

Tax on Cars Imported into Peru 


FURTHER information has now been received from Lima about the 
surcharge on imports into Peru of cars, small trucks and station 
wagons (see Board of Trade Journal of August 21, page 414).

This tax replaces the 30 per cent. surcharge reported in the Board 
of Trade Journal of May 9, 1953, page 957, and must be paid before the 
vehicle can be released by the Peruvian Customs Authorities. 

Used motor vehicles of all types pay tax at the same rate as new 
vehicles ; the F.O.B. dollar price is to be calculated on the price at 
which the vehicle was listed when new. 


Free Zone in Chile 


HE MAJESTY’S Embassy at Santiago reports that under the 

terms of Condecor Circular No. 24 of June 9, 1954, the Depart- 
ment of Arica is exempted from the exchange control regulatiens 
applying to the rest of Chile. Permits are no longer required for 
importing goods into that territory. The new Circular supplements 
earlier legislation which established a Free Zone in Arica, as reported 
in the Board of Trade Journal of October 3, 1953, page 680.

Order applying the provisions of the Industrial Products Act to 
rubber footwear including canvas shoes, either with rubber svies or 
with rubber heels and soles, but excluding boots of every description. 
(See Board of Trade Journal of September 15, 1951, page 599 and 
October 6, 1951, page 724.) 

The effect of this Order is that these shoes may now be imported 
into Ceylon without the importer having to buy a ratio of locally 
produced shoes.

THE Board of Trade have received a Statement published by the 
Control Office, Grenada, on July 31, 1954, which states that goods 
originating in the United Kingdom and the British West Indian 
Colonies are on Open Licence, with the exception of the following 
items for which specific import licences are required :— 

Oils and fats (margarine, edible oil, laundry soap) which, under 
Oils and Fats Agreement, can be imported only from British West 
Indian areas ; cement and fertilizers; rice which, under Rice 
Agreement, can be imported only from British Guiana.
